In the Primary ilia! will be held throughout Pennaylvania on Tuesday, September 17th, the most costly Administration 
in the history o ft his Commonwealth, for its own partisan, political advantage, will ask the people o f this State to abandon 
their present Constitution in fuvor o f one which would radically change the form of government in Pennsylvania.

1. T he an n o u n ced pu rp o se is to bring the Constitution of Pennsylvania 
into line with the New Deal, whose cosily experim ents have piled up an 
u n p reced en ted public debt, retarded recovery am i un* in conflict with 
the C onstitution o f the U nited Stab s aud the A m erican fo rm o f gov­ 


ernm en t. 


2. T o f lir tie r centralize all pow er am i authority in H arrisburg, it is p ro ­ 
mised to abolish tin* State Senate (w hich slashed m o re than 7 8 m il­ 
lions fro m the G overnor's p ro g ram fo r 2 0 3 m illions of new taxes) 
aud create a single legislative body subservient to the Executive. 


3. tin d e r the p lan fo r consolidating local political units, Hom e Huh*, a s 
now carried out through local governm ents, adm inistered by local ofli- 
rcrs, responsible only to the people, largely w ould disappear from 
Pennsylvania, 


L T h e Legislature would have pow er to abolish Ute Gram) Jury, allow 
crim inal indictm ents merely upon inform ation, and provide fo r con­ 
victions upon less than a unanim ous verdict by a jury. 


St Tile leg islatu re would have power to bring any b ran ch of business or 
industry u n d e r com plice State regulation; lo go into the housing biisi* 
ness; to ch arter an d subsidize corporations to com pete with private 
enterprise in housing projects; to consolidate and supervise local re­ 
lief and charitable agencies; ant! to set tip unem ploym ent relief as a 
perm an ent dido in Pennsylvania. 


6. A G overnor, stum ping the Slate as the chief • ex pon en t of a new Con­ 
stitution, whose outstanding features w ould be the right o f the Gover­ 
n o r to succeed him self, an d the rem oval o f all limit on borrow ing 
pow er, tells the story of til in proposed revision. Tin* assertion that the 
present C onstitutional limit o n b o rro w in g req uires a new C onstitution 
is utterly w ithout basis, first, because the S uprem e Court has ruled that 
m illions m ay be borrow ed fo r any em ergency u p o n a note issue against 
anticipated revenue, once the le g isla tu re has provided fo r that reve­ 
nu e; si‘cond, because there is no provision in the present Constitution 
which cann ot Im* changed by an a m e n d m e n ta p p ro v e d by the people of 
Pennsylvania. 
7. O u r C onstitution is the basis of o u r whole social, political and eco­ 
nom ic structure, ami every dictate o f w isdom w arns against com pletely 
rew riting it in any period of econom ic u n rest a n d political instability 
such as exists at the present tim e. And especially is that tru e when the 
chief advocates of this revision w ould provide fo r waste and extrava­ 
gance w ithout lim it, at a tim e when every need cries o u t fo r reducing 
tin* costs o f governm ent ami keeping new taxes to a m inim um . 
8. W hile pro p o n en ts of a new C onstitution have baited their hook with 
“ Social Security,” exactly the sam e results can bt* obtained by an 
am en d m en t o f the existing C onstitution; but we believe that the kind 
o f social security every self-respecting Pennsylvanian wauls is that 
which is to be bad fro m industrial recovery resulting fro m the re­ 
m o l d of governm ental interference with business, thus providing 
good jobs at good wages, and the ability of each to provide fo r self and 
fam ily, free of Federal, State o r local charity.
